Superintendent’s Report 


To THE SCHOOL BOARD AND CITIZENS OF Conway, N. H.: 


It is my privilege to submit for your approval the second 
superintendent’s report. 

The past year has been one of solid advancement upon 
the foundation of a standardized school system. It is hoped 
that this will be evident to the unbiased readers of this re- 
port. Buta system of schools cannot be produced in a few 
weeks, or a year. ‘There is no magic word that will suddenly 
transform children that can not and do not think, into chil- 
dren that can and do think; and not until a large percentage 
of our pupils show us that they are sufficiently developing 
their reasoning faculties, are our schools all that they should 
be. 

No other town has better material to work with, because 
our children are very capable of being taught. What they 
need is solid training in body, mind and soul, from the time 
they enter school at six years of age, until they complete their 
schooling. It is not enough that they get simply a good be- 
ginning, if the primary teacher happens to be a good one. 
The instruction in the intermediate grades is just as impor- © 
tant; and the grammar grades in their turn are just as vital. 
Now if all of these grades are going to articulate, there must 
be system, and the superintendent must see to it that the in- 
struction in each year is solid and well done. A good begin- 
ning has been made on the foundation and with the con- 
tinued hearty co-operation of the citizens, the Conway schools 
will continue to improve. 

The recommendations found in this report are not elab- 
orate or ahead of the times. ‘They have been very carefully 
considered in the light of the present school conditions and 
advancement in Conway. We are not advocating medical 
inspection of schools, school dentists, school gardens, corn 
exhibits, special classes, semi-annual promotions, etc., although 
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all of these things are good and are already found in many 
school systems no larger than ours. In Wolfeboro, the schools 
are doing considerable in the way of sewing and manual train- 
ing, but we are not yet ready to introduce this work into our 
schools. 

ATTENDANCE. 

No matter how good our schools are, attendance comes 
first. ‘The percentage of attendance for the past school year 
was 91, and for the five years preceding 89.2. ‘Thus there 
has been a gain in the percentage of attendance for the whole 
town of 1.8. This is a very substantial gain, and in a town 
where there are 600 pupils, this has a significant meaning. 

The other side of this question has to do with illiteracy. 
According to the census of 1900, there are 27 states with a 
lower percentage of aggregate males of voting age who are il- 
literate; and there are 42, or nearly all of the states with a 
smaller percentage of illiterates who are native white voters 
of foreign parentage. The per cent. of illiterates in Carroll 
County is 2.8. ‘There were found several boys in Conway 
who would have added to this list of illiterates, but who are 
now regularly attending school. 

A few of our pupils have serious physical defects that in. 
terfere with their educational advancement, and in some of 
these cases, glasses, or a slight operation would correct the 
defects. Your Superintendent has in mind one very bad case 
of adenoids. ‘The boy is fast becoming deaf and stupid, and 
after being advised, the parents are doing nothing for him. 

STATE PROGRAM OF STUDIES. 

On March 23, 1910, the school board adopted the state 
program of studies. This is better than any local program, 
because in following this our: pupils are on the same basis as 
a large majority of the other pupils of New Hampshire. 

At the end of each year examinations are sent out from 
Concord for the various subjects in the several grades. Both 
teachers and pupils expect these examinations, and the pupils 
know that they ought to be able to pass them if their work is 
of a standard quality. It is my belief that a large majority 
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of our pupils will be successful in this year’s examinations. 

The results of my examinations have shown that some 
schools excel in one subject and some inanother. Now what 
is desired are well balanced schools, good in all of the common 
branches. Where the teachers have been unsupervised, there 
has been a perfectly natural tendency to lay the most stress 
on the subjects they liked best. For example, civil govern. 
ment has been poorly taught. Handwriting is a weak spot, 
but by means of a graphometer (an instrument for measuring 
the quality ot handwriting) the interest in this subject has 
been quickened. 


PROMOTIONS 


In addition to the regular annual promotions, there are 
nearly always one or more pupils in each grade who should 
be promoted during the school year. Many such promotions 
have been made by the teachers concerned and the Superin- 
tendent acting together. Parents should not take such an 
act as proof that the promoted child is superior to the others. 
It may only mean that he or she is maturing faster than the 
majority of children. ‘The dullest boy in the school, provided 
he is a worker, may go the highest when he finally gets his 
start. Whenever one or two in a class of 15 or 20 are irre- 
pressibly bound to do a large share of the recitation work, it 
is right that they should be passed to a higher grade. This 
is only justice to the others, and large majority of the class; 
for they are then more on an equality, and the teacher has a 
fairer opportunity to develop them, and to bring the entire 
class up to the desired standard. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


Two years of high school work as laid out in approved 
New Hampshire high schools, is now being pursued at North 
Conway. ‘The plan was to have the same at Conway, but as 
a matter of fact there is only a year and a half in this village. 
The reason for this is largely due to a lack of school room. 
Another year, if the necessary room is provided, there will 
undoubtedly be two full high school years. ‘These could then 
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be approved as third class high schools, and it would prob- 
ably be advisable to ask the State Superintendent for such 
_ approval. 

This extra year of high school work at North Conway, is 
a saving of several hundred dollars in high school tuitions, 
and the instruction is the equal of that found in small high 
schools or academies. 


BOOKS AND SUPPLIES. 


The average expenditure per pupil for the whole state 
for books and supplies in the years 1907 and 1908 was $1.51 
and $1.69, respectively. Last year Conway spent 60 cents 
per pupil on this account, and this year about 90 cents. It 
should take about one dollar a year per pupil, to do this work 
to the best advantage. 

During the year all schools have been proper!y supplied 
with sufficient pencils and paper of all kinds, and unless there 
has been occasional wastefulness, no parent has been asked 
to supply such material. If parents are bothered by their 
children asking for money for such supplies, it is hoped that 
they will notify the teachers or superintendent of the fact. 

About a year ago the State Superintendent issued a min, 
imum equipment list of school material, such as maps, books, 
etc. It contains no costly apparatus, but rather the essen- 
tials that no school room should be without. It has been 
and should continue to be our policy to gradually bring all of 
our schoolrooms up to the 100 per cent mark in this matter of 
minimum equipment.

LENGTH .OF SCHOOL YEAR. 


. From.time to time the school boards of past years have 
asked for additional money with which to run the schools 36 
weeks, but this has never been done. ‘The reason for this is 
that the additional money has only been sufficient’ to take 
care of the natural growth of the schools, in addition toa 
small average increase in teacher’s salaries, which has been 
found necessary on account of the increased cost of living. 
There were 34 weeks of school last year, and there will be 36 
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weeks this year. This isthe standard New Hampshire school 
year, and Conway, being one of the largest towns in the state 
should adopt and maintain 36 weeks of school. 

SCHOOL WORK. 

There is a very general false impression that to educate 
boys and girls we must cram their heads full of facts. Edu- 
cation is not a pouring in process, but is rather a slow devel- 
opment and unfolding of the child mind. As before said, pu- 
pils must be led to think. They are in school six hours a 
day, and this is sufficient mental strain for the growing child 
below the eighth grade. Home study for the smaller pupils 
is not necessary or wise, and very seldom is of any real bene- 
fit to the child Of course this is a matter of some individual 
differance and is also largely influenced by the attitude of the 
child’s parents. 

TEACHERS. 

The teaching force of the school district is more profes- 
sional than ever before. Eleven out of the twenty teachers 
are normal school graduates and teachers who have passed 
the state teachers’ examinations. There is now only one 
teacher in town who is not at least a high school graduate. 

Conway has received $440.00 rebate on state approved 
teachers for last year; and this year we shall receive between 
$700 and $800, on this account alone. Of course a good 
share of this money is passed on to the teachers, but the Dis- 
trict gets the benefit just the same, in the form of better teach- 
ers for their children in the grades. 

By the end of another year nearly every teacher in town 
should hold a state teacher’s certificate or be a normal school ~ 
graduate. We do not pay our principals and high school 
teachers enough. One who is competent to be principal of a 
school of 150 or 200 children should receive more than $13 
per week. Now some will suggest a shorter school year and 
higher wages; but there is nothing in this, because good teach- 
ers always ask the question, “How long is your school year?” 
An industrious teacher does not care to work but half of the 
year, even if the pay for that half is fairly good. 
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Of course an important part of any superintendent’s work 
is the improvement of his teachers while they are in service. 
This is being done in the following ways: 1. In conference 
with the individual teacher. 2. In conference with small 
groups of teachers. 3. By means of example and explanation 
during school visits. 4. Teacher’s meetings. 5. Recommen- 
dations as to teachers reading and study for professional 
growth. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

“It is not easy for taxpayers to realize that the money 
put into the education of the common people comes back in 
increasing tax paying within fifteen years and continues as a 
permanent income. A child who gets little out of the public 
schools, will pay little or no tax through life, and will be 
liable to make a personal draft on the tax payers as a pauper, 
criminal or weakling. The more a child gets out of the pub- 
lic schools, the more tax will he pay and the less liability is 
there that he will be a burden upon the tax payers. When 
all exceptions are eliminated, the fact stands that the tax pay- 
ing of the ordinary man is largely in proportion, directly and 
indirectly, to what is given him in the elementary school and 
to what he gets out of it.”’ 

It is recommended that the sum of money in addition to 
that required by law, be substantially increased to enable us 
to pay our principals and high school teachers more, and to 
insure 36 weeks of school. 

It is also recommended that one special teacher be en- 
gaged to teach music and drawing in the schools. There is 
excellent mental training in both of these subjects, and there 
is the artistic side of child life that we have no right to ne. 
ylect. Very few New England towns of the size of Conway, 
are now without special teachers in music and drawing. One 
specially trained teacher could very well handle both subjects 
in all of our schools. This work would add to rather than 
detract from interest in the common branches. There would 
need to be an appropriation of $400 for this work. 

Other than cities, there are only seven towns in New 
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Hampshire larger than Conway. Nor are we by any means 
the only town divided up into several villages. The question - 
is, are our schools and school buildings what they should be 
for a town of our size and importance? Are we spending 
more or less than other towns of our size for education? A 
few comparisons are made for the benefit of the voters. |

CONWAY. 


The condition of the school building in this village, as is 
generally kuown by this time, is nothing short of disgraceful. 
There are four rooms and five teachers, while six teachers are 
needed to do the work properly. However, this is not the 
worst objection. The sanitary condition is vicious. ' 

It will be remembered that the Four Corners schoolhouse 
is in poor shape, although it has been repaired as much as 
the old building would warrant. In view of these facts it 
would seem best to build a school house. at Conway village 
large enough to accommodate the Four’ Corners school. ‘This 
would require seven rooms... | 

Such a building would be a pride to the town and would 
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settle the elementary school house problem for many years. 
The present school building is entirely unfit for school pur- 
poses. 


CONWAY CENTER. 


The grading here at the opening of the fall term was un- 
satisfactory; partly due to no class having gone from the pri- 
mary to the grammar school for two or three years. Thus 
the primary room was badly congested, while there were many 
empty seats in the grammar room. ‘The fourth grade were 
ahead of the program of studies for that grade, and so were 
promoted to the sixth grade. With some extra effort on the 
part of the pupils and teacher, most of the class will be able 
to complete the work of the sixth grade by the end of the 
year. 


OTHER SCHOOLS. 


There are no special features in connection with the other 
schools that need mention at this time. 


CONCLUSION. 

In closing this report I wish to thank the citizens, par- 
ents and especially the pupils for their kindly greetings as I 
have been among them. ‘This has been my chief help and 
inspiration in my work.

School Board Report. 


At the last annual meeting, Mr. A. H. Furber of North 
Conway, was elected as a member of the Board for three 
years, and Mr. L. C. Prescott was elected for one year, to fill 
the vacancy caused by the resignation of Mr. H. B. Fifield. 
The new board organized with the following officers: <A. H. 
Furber, chairman; L. C. Prescott, clerk; Abbie M. D. Blouin, 
financial secretary. Early in the year’s work, Mrs. Blouin 
realized that her condition of health would not allow her to 
take so much care, resigned as financial secretary, and A. H. 
Furber was elected. 

We wish to express in this report our appreciation of the 
liberal support given the School District during the year 1910. 
We are pleased to report that we have had thirty-five weeks 
of school. In atown with as many scholars as there are en- 
rolled in Conway, a school year of thirty-six weeks should be 
maintained. The expense for teaching, care of buildings, 
transportation, and all other expenses for the schools, is a 
little less than three hundred dollars per week. 

Last year an appropriation was made for additional room 
at Conway. The committee having the matter in charge, 
after looking the present building and grounds over, thought 
it best to leave the appropriation unexpended, until the citi- 
zens of Conway could carefully consider the present congest- 
ed conditions, and this year call for money to fully provide for 
the needs of Conway village school. What is needed there is 
a modern school building with ample play grounds; the latter 
reducing the great risk to the children during recreation peri- 
ods from accident by teams and automobiles, as at present 
their play-ground is the main highway. An appropriation 
was also made to finish a room on the second floor of the 
school building at North Conway, and the same committee 
chosen to attend to the same. 

This appropriation was overdrawn by the committee. To 
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relieve the committee, the deficiency bill for furniture was 
paid from the school money. 

We wish here to convey to Dr. Geo. H. Shedd the thanks 
of the School Board and the patrons of the entire school for 
his thoughtful and kindly interest in the health of our school 
children as evidenced by his gift of a drinking bubble to the 
North Conway school. We hope that in the near future simi- 
lar drinking facilities will be installed in the several school 
buildings that have running water; and sanitary water tanks 
with individual cups, will be placed in all other school rooms. 

At the opening of the school year in September, the 
Board deemed it best for all concerned to close the school at 
South Conway, (there being but four regular scholars), and 
convey them to the Center school. Mr. O. W. Sinclair was 
employed to attend to the transportation, which he did ina 
very acceptable manner. For various reasons it was thought 
best at the beginning of the winter term to close the McMil- 
lan school and send the scholars to North Conway village. 
This arrangement has proved highly satisfactory. 

We trust that the people of Conway feel with the School 
Board that our schools have very materially improved in 
many ways under the management of a Superintendent. ‘The 
Board heartily endorse the untiring efforts and labor of Supt. 
Witham. We hope no one interested in the public schools 
will fail to carefully and intelligentiy read his report, and 
pledge themselves to co-operate with all the officers of the 
school district, as without this the best supervision and teach- 
ing cannot produce the best results. 

Regularity of attendance is a very important matter. 
Superintendent Witham has aroused quite a rivalry in the va- 
rious schools in town by the system of monthly reports made 
to him by the teachers and the printing in ‘“The Reporter” 
of the school and teacher that takes the lead for the month. 
Epidemics of mumps, chicken pox and colds have been the 
cause of more or less necessary irregularity in attendance 
during the present term. /arents, do you realize that upon 
the attendance of the scholars depends the amount of money 
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we draw from the State? We urge you to see that your chil- 
dren are in school every day of the school year. Visit the 
schools frequently, thereby showing to the Superintendent 
and to the teacher that your support and sympathy are with 
and for them. 

Some of our teachers have been with us for several years. 
which is proof sufficient that they are the right persons in the 
right places. Of those who have labored in our schools for 
shorter periods, we have only words of praise, as they too are 
proving that they have not mistaken their calling. 

We would call the attention of the people to the increased 
number of pupils attending high school and academies since 
the town has been paying the tuition. There are many others 
who would be glad to give their children the privelege of 
higher education could they afford the expense necessary to 
send them away from home. We are trying to work into our 
schools a two years high school course which our Superinten- 
dent is trying to perfect and have approved by our State Sup- 
erintendent. It is the ardent hope of those deeply interested 
in this work that such interest and enthusiasm will be aroused 
thereby, that Conway may soon be the proud possessor of a 
well equipped High School. 

In many of our school rooms is a piano or organ and as 
we cannot always secure teachers who are trained in music, 
we should like to see music taught in our schools. This can 
be brought about at a small expense as one teacher could 


cover the whole town. We therefore recommend the employ- 
ment of a special teacher for music and drawing. 

In accordance with Chap, 52 session laws of 1909, the 
School Board recommend to the Selectmen that the following 
sums for the following purposes are necessary for the ensuing 
year: 1. High School tuitions, $1700. 2. Text books and 
supplies, $550.
